2.  By  deleting  the  provisions  of  Sched- 
ule A  of  paragraph  (b)  (1)  thereof  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following :

(11)  Notwithstanding  the  other  pro- 
visions of  this  order,  the  oil  content  of 
any  product  which  is  listed  in  a  class  of 
use  under  Schedule  A  hereof  and  which 
is  purchased  from  the  Army.  Navy,  Ma- 
rine Corps,  or  Coast  Guard  of  the  United 
States;  the  Office  of  Distribution,  War 
Food  Administration  (including,  but  not 
restricted  to  the  Federal  Surplus  Com- 
modities Corporation) ;  or  the  War  Ship- 
ping Administration  shall  not  be  charged 
against  the  quota  of  any  manufacturer, 
if  such  product  is  used  or  consumed  by 
him  in  the  same  class  of  use.

War  Food  Administration, 
Summary  to  WFO  42  Amendment  1. 

The  War  Food  Administration  has  in- 
creased from  60  to  70  percent  the  fats 
and  oils  quota  for  the  manufacture  of 
paints,  varnishes,  coated  fabrics,  linole- 
ums, etc.  and  has  authorized  an  exemp- 
tion from  quota  restrictions  of  the  oil 
content  of  finished  products  purchased 
from  the  Army,  Navy  and  other  exempt 
agencies.  The  quota  is  based  on  average 
use  in  1940  and  1941. 

These  and  other  charges  are  made  by 
an  amendment  to  War  Food  Order  42 
(formerly  FDO  42  > ,  which  is  effective  May 
4,  1944. 


Government  agencies  now  are  finding 
it  possible  to  release  excess  stocks  of 
paints  and  other  products  in  cases  where 
they  no  longer  meet  new  requirements 
or  specifications  made  necessary  by 
changing  conditions.  Most  of  the  prod- 
ucts will  be  purchased  by  manufacturers 
and  will  require  reworking  before  sale 
into  civilian  consumer  channels. 

The  amendment  to  WFO  42  makes  two 
other  changes: 

1.  It  raises  from  10,000  to  15,000  pounds 
per  calendar  quarter  the  maximum 
quantity  of  fats  and  oils  which  may  be 
used  by  manufacturers  without  restric- 
tion, provided  they  were  using  fats  and 


oils  prior  to  July  1.  1943.  This  increase 
in  exempt  use  will  eliminate  all  quota 
restrictions  for  some  250  firms. 

2.  It  changes  the  definition  of  "prin- 
cipal ingredient"  so  that  any  product 
for  human  consumption  which  contains 
rationed  fats  and  oils,  but  which  is  not 
covered  by  OPA  Ration  Order  16,  will 
not  be  considered  as  a  finished  product 
under  WFO  42,  even  though  fats  or  oils 
may  actually  be  its  principal  ingredient. 
As  a  result,  rationed  oil  used  by  a  manu- 
facturer of  such  products  as  confection- 
ery coatings  will  be  charged  to  the  quota 
of  the  refiner  rather  than  to  the  manu- 
facturer of  the  unrationed  product.

War  Food  Administration, 
Summary  to  WFO  42  Amendment  8. 

The  War  Food  Administration  has 
amended  War  Food  Order  No.  42  to  re- 
move restrictions  on  the  use  of  fats  and 
oils  in  the  manufacture  of  paste  and 
powdered  abrasive  hand  soap  used  by  in- 
dustrial workers.  The  manufacturers' 
quota  has  been  150  percent  of  the  aver- 
age quantity  of  fats  and  oils  used  in  this 
type  soap  during  1940  and  1941. 


The  amendment,  effective  June  9,  1944, 
was  issued  because  of  the  continued 
heavy  demand  for  abrasive  hand  soap  by 
war  industries.  It  affects  only  about 
one-half  of  1  percent  of  the  total  quan- 
tity of  fats  and  oils  used  in  soap  making. 

With  restrictions  removed,  industrial 
plants  should  find  it  possible  to  obtain 
their  hand  soap  requirements  nearer  the 
center  of  their  operations.  Many  plants 
have  found  it  necessary  heretofore  to 


place  their  orders  at  distant  points  when 
local  sources  of  supply,  with  sufficient 
manufacturing  capacity  to  meet  the  de- 
mand, had  exhausted  their  allowable 
quota  of  fats  and  oils. 

The  amendment  to  WFO  42  continues 
to  exempt  from  quota  restrictions  the 
fats  and  oils  consumed  by  a  primary 
manufacturer  who  sells  soap  to  a  con- 
verter for  use  in  making  abrasive  hand 
soap.

The  War  Food  Administration  has  re- 
moved quota  restrictions  on  the  use  of 
rendered  pork  fat  and  lard  which  is 
purchased  and  delivered  for  soap  making 


within  the  period,  July  17,  1944  through 
July  31,  1944. 

The  action,  contained  in  an  amend- 
ment to  War  Food  Order  No.  42,  is  similar 
to  that  of  last  May  when  quota  restric- 
tions on  lard  and  rendered  pork  fat  were 
removed  from  May  15  through  June  30. 


Both  lard  and  rendered  pork  fat  have 
been  available  to  soap  makers  since  late 
in  February,  but  their  use  (except  for  the 
quantities  purchased  and  delivered  be- 
tween May  15  and  June  30,  inclusive) 
has  been  subject  to  the  quota  restric- 
tions of  WFO  42.

The  fulfillment  of  requirements  for  the 
defense  of  the  United  States  will  result 
in  a  shortage  in  the  supply  of  fats  and 
oils  for  defense,  for  private  account,  and 
for  export;  and  it  is  deemed  necessary 
and  appropriate  in  the  public  interest 
and  to  promote  the  national  defense  that 
War  Pood  Order  No.  42,  as  amended  (9 
P.R.  2971,  3832,  4802,  5333,  6391) ,  §  1460.1, 
be  further  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  1460.1  Use  of  fats  and  oils  in  edible 
fat  or  oil  products — (a)  Definitions.  (1) 
"Pats  and  oils"  means  all  the  raw,  crude, 
refined,  and  pressed  fats  and  oils, 
whether  vegetable,  animal,  fish,  or  other 
marine  animal,  their  by-products  and 
derivatives,  including  foots,  grease  (lard  > 
oil,  sulfonated  and  similarly  processed 
fats  and  oils,  fatty  acids,  lard  and  ren- 
dered pork  fat,  and  the  fat  and  oil  con- 
tent of  any  other  product,  but  not  in- 
cluding glycerine,  cocoa  butter,  butter, 
wool  grease  or  fat,  essential  oils,  tall  oil, 
mineral  oils,  and  vitamin-bearing  oils 
(including  their  by-products  and  deriva- 
tives) obtained  from  fish  or  other  marine 
animal  or  viscera. 

(2)  "Manufacturer"  means  any  per- 
son who  uses  fats  and  oils  in  the  commer- 
cial manufacture  of  any  edible  fat  or  oil 
product. 

(3)  "Edible  fat  or  oil  product"  means 
any  commodity  or  product,  simple  or 
compound,  including  any  complement 
thereto  or  component  part  thereof,  which 
is  composed  of  or  has  fats  and  oils  as  its 
largest  single  ingredient  by  weight,  and 
which  is  eaten  or  drunk  by  human  beings 
as  food.  The  term  "edible  fat  or  oil  prod- 
uct" shall  not  include: 

(i)  Lard,  rendered  pork  fat,  poultry 
fat,  and  olive  oil; 

(ii)  All  foods  for  human  consumption 
which,  under  the  terms  of  section  1.1  of 
Ration  Order  No.  16,  as  amended,  issued 
by  the  Office  of  Price  Administration,  are 
not  foods  covered  by  said  Ration  Order 
No.  16; 

(iii)  Any  intermediate  product  in- 
tended for  use  in  the  commercial  manu- 
facture of  an  edible  fat  or  oil  product;  or 

(iv)  Pood  prepared  by  a  hotel  or  res- 
taurant for  consumption  on  the  prem- 
ises. 

(4)  "Margarine"  means  any  substance 
the  manufacture  of  which  is  taxable  as 
"oleomargarine"  under  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  16  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code 
(53  Stat.  247  et  seq.) ,  or  any  solid  prod- 
uct which  is  comprised  of  fats  or  oils,  is 
packed  in  cartons  containing  not  more 
than  two  pounds,  net  weight,  is  sold  by 
the  manufacturer  thereof  in  combina- 
tion with  a  coloring  and  butter  flavoring 
agent,  and  is  used  principally  in  the  home 
as  a  table  spread. 

(5)  "Base  period"  means  the  cafendar 
years  1940  and  1941. 
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(6)  "Exempt  agency"  means  (i)  the 
Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  or  Coast 
Guard  of  the  United  States,  (ii)  the  War 
Pood  Administration  (including  but  not 
restricted  to  any  corporate  agency  there- 
of), (iii)  the  War  Shipping  Administra- 
tion, (iv)  the  Veterans'  Administration, 
(v)  contract  schools,  marine  hospitals, 
and  maritime  academies,  as  defined  in 
War  Pood  Order  No.  73,  as  amended  (8 
P.R.  13880,  9  P.R.  4319,  10036),  and  (vi) 
ship  suppliers,  as  defined  in  War  Pood 
Order  No.  74,  as  amended  (9  P.R.  8002) , 
who  hold  licenses  under  that  order. 

(7)  "Person"  means  any  individual, 
partnership,  association,  business  trust, 
corporation,  or  any  organized  group  of 
persons  whether  incorporated  or  not. 

(8)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of 
Distribution,  War  Food  Administration. 

(b)  Restrictions  on  manufacture.  (1) 
Except  as  hereinafter  provided,  no 
manufacturer  shall,  in  any  calendar 
quarter,  use  fats  and  oils  in  the  manu- 
facture of  any  edible  fat  or  oil  product 
in  excess  of  a  quota  equal  to  the  per- 
mitted percentage  of  the  average 
amount  of  fats  and  oils  used  in  such 
class  of  product  during  the  correspond- 
ing calendar  quarters  of  the  base 
period:

(2)  Any  manufacturer  who  does  not 
use  his  entire  quota  for  any  calendar 
quarter  may  carry  the  unused  portion 
of  such  quota  forward  only  to  the  suc- 
ceeding calendar  quarter  and  may  use 
the  same  in  the  succeeding  calendar 
quarter  after  his  regular  quota  for  such 
quarter  has  been  used. 

(3)  All  restrictions  on  the  use  of  fats 
and  oils  are  imposed  with  respect  to 
aggregate  quantities,  and  such  restric- 
tions are  not  to  be  construed  as  limiting 
a  manufacturer  to  the  use  of  the  same 
fat  or  oil  used  in  the  base  period. 

<c)  Quota  exemptions.  Nothing  in 
(b)  (1)  hereof  shall  restrict  the  follow- 
ing uses  of  fats  and  oils: 

( 1 )  Use  by  any  manufacturer  who  used 
fats  and  oils  in  edible  fat  or  oil  products 
prior  to  July  1,  1943,  and  whose  total  use 
in  any  calendar  quarter  is  not  over 
15,000  pounds,  exclusive  of  use  pursuant 
to  (c)  (2)  or  (c)  (3>  hereof;  or  the  use 
by  any  manufacturer  wnose  use  of  fats 
and  oils  did  not  begin  until  on  or  after 
July  1,  1943,  and  whose  total  use  in  any 
calendar  quarter  is  not  more  than  1,009 
pounds,  exclusive  of  use  pursuant  to  (c) 
(2)  or  (c)  (3)  hereof.  The  permitted 
usage  under  this  section  'c)  (1)  shall 
not  constitute  a  quota  under  any  pro- 
vision of  this  order; 

(2)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  (d) 
hereof,  use  in  any  edible  fat  or  oil  prod- 
uct delivered  or  contracted  for  delivery 
directly  or  through  intermediate  dis- 
tributors, to: 

(i)  An  exempt  agency,  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  a  contract;  or 
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(ii)  Any  person  for  use  in  the  manu- 
facture of  any  fat  or  oil  product  for 
delivery  to  an  exempt  agency; 

(3)  Use  in  any  edible  fat  or  oil  prod- 
uct for  export  to  the  Dominion  of  Can- 
ada under  a  license  granted  by  the  Do- 
minion for  such  importation,  or  to  any 
other  country  pursuant  to  an  export  li- 
cense issued  by  the  Foreign  Economic 
Administration; 

(4)  Until  March  31,  1945,  the  use  of 
fish  oil  by  any  manufacturer,  Provided 
however,  That  if  such  manufacturer  usee 
fish  oil  in  the  manufacture  of  edible  fat 
or  oil  products  during  the  base  period, 
the  amount  so  used  shall  be  excluded  in 
determining  his  quota  under  (b)  (1) 
hereof. 

(d)  Certificates.  (1)  Any  delivery  of 
an  edible  fat  or  oil  product  made  through 
an  intermediate  distributor  to  an  ex- 
empt agency,  and  any  delivery  of  such 
product,  direct  or  indirect,  to  any  per- 
son specified  in  (c)  (2)  (ii)  hereof,  shall 
not  result  in  an  exemption  irom  the 
quota  restrictions  under  ( b  >  (1)  hereoi 
unless  a  certificate  or  certified  copy 
thereof  is  obtained  by  the  person  claim- 
ing such  exemption,  which  certificate 
shall  contain  the  following:  the  name  of 
the  manufacturer  and  of  the  person  mak- 
ing delivery  of  the  final  product,  the 
amount  and  kind  of  final  product  deliv- 
ered or  to  be  delivered,  and  a  statement 
that  the  person  or  agency  to  whom  deliv- 
ery has  been  or  will  be  made  has  either 
received  the  final  product  covered  by  the 
certificate  or  has  contracted  therefor. 
All  certificates  shall  be  signed  by  the  per- 
son or  agency  receiving  the  final  product, 
or  by  an  authorized  representative,  and 
shall  be  turned  over  to  the  deliveror  who, 
if  he  is  not  the  manufacturer  of  the  final 
product,  shall  forward  it  promptly  to  the 
person  from  whom  he  received  such 
product.  Certificates  may  be  passed 
back  from  the  deliveror  through  other 
processors  or  suppliers  to  the  manufac- 
turer of  the  edible  fat  or  oil  product  for 
which  exemption  is  claimed.  In  each 
case,  such  other  processor  or  supplier 
shall  endorse  upon  the  certificate  the 
amount  and  kind  of  edible  fat  or  oil 
product,  or  ingredient  containing  or  pre- 
pared with  the  same,  which  he  received 
from  his  processor  or  supplier  and  which 
went  into  the  manufacture  of  the  prod- 
uct or  ingredient  delivered  by  him. 
Where  any  manufacturer,  processor,  or 
distributor  has  used  or  delivered  edible 
fat  or  oil  products,  or  ingredients  con- 
taining or  prepared  with  the  same,  which 
were  received  by  him  from  different  sup- 
pliers, he  shall  make  the  necessary  cop- 
ies of  the  certificate  for  endorsement  and 
transmission  to  each  supplier,  and  may 
delete  from  such  copies  information  per- 
taining to  other  suppliers. 

(2)  All  certificates  executed  under 
(d)  (1)  hereof  shall  be  retained  by  the 
person  claiming  exemption.  All  state- 
ments contained  in  such  certificates  shall 
be  deemed  representations  to  an  agency 
of  the  United  States.    No  person  shall 
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be  entitled  to  rely  upon  any  such  certifi- 
cate if  he  knows  or  has  reasonable  cause 
to  believe  it  to  be  false. 

(e)  Establishment  of  base  period  us- 
ige.  (1)  No  manufacturer  may  use  fats 
and  oils  under  (b)  (1)  hereof  unless  and 
until  he  has  filed,  on  Form  FDO  42-1,  a 
report  of  his  use  in  each  class  of  edible 
fat  or  oil  product  for  each  calendar  quar- 
ter of  the  base  period. 

(2)  Fats  and  oils  used  by  a  manufac- 
turer during  the  base  period  for  any 
purpose  set  forth  in  (c)  (2)  hereof,  or 
in  the  manufacture  of  any  edible  fat 
or  oil  product  for  export  to  a  foreign 
country,  shall  be  excluded  in  determin- 
ing his  quota  under  (b)  (1)  hereof. 

(f )  Acquisition  of  facilities.  Any  per- 
son who  acquires  all  the  manufacturing 
facilities  of  another  person  for  a  par- 
ticular class  of  edible  fat  or  oil  product 
shall  become  entitled  to  the  quota  of 
such  other  person  for  such  class  of 
product,  whether  or  not  he  continues  to 
operate  such  facilities  in  whole  or  in 
part:  Provided,  That  he  shall,  within  30 
days  following  such  acquisition,  inform 
the  Director  of  the  facilities  acquired, 
their  location,  whether  or  not  operations 
will  be  continued  in  the  same  or  another 
location,  and  the  amount  of  quota  which 
he  claims  to  have  acquired  for  each  class 
of  product. 

(g)  Toll  agreements.  Fats  and  oils 
owned  by  one  person  and  processed  by 
another  person  shall  be  charged  against 
the  quota  of  the  owner  and  not  the 
processor:  Provided,  however,  That  the 
title  to  any  edible  fat  or  oil  product  so 
manufactured  shall  remain  in  the  owner 
of  the  fats  and  oils  and  such  owner  shall 
market  such  product  and  shall  invoice 
and  collect  therefor  through  his  own  or- 
ganization, and  the  processor  shall  not 
buy  directly  or  indirectly  any  product  so 
produced.  Otherwise,  fats  and  oils  so 
processed  shall  be  chargeable  against  the 
quota  of  the  processor. 

(h)  Purchases  from  exempt  agencies. 
The  fat  and  oil  content  of  any  edible 

fat  or  oil  product  which  is  purchased  by  a 
manufacturer  from  any  exempt  agency 
other  than  the  Veterans'  Administra- 
tion, contract  schools,  marine  hospitals, 
maritime  academies,  or  licensed  ship 
suppliers,  shall  not  be  chargeable  against 
his  quota  if  the  product  so  purchased  is 
used  by  him  in  reworking  into  the  same 
class  of  edible  fat  or  oil  product. 

(i)  Exemption  for  lard  and  rendered 
pork  fat.  Any  manufacturer  who,  dur- 
ing the  period  from  May  15  to  June  30, 
1944,  produced,  or  purchased  and  ac- 
cepted delivery  of,  lard  or  rendered  pork 
fat  and  who,  on  or  before  July  15,  1944, 
reported  to  the  War  Food  Administration 
the  amount  of  such  lard  or  rendered  pork 
fat  intended  for  quota-free  use,  may, 
until  October  1,  1944,  use  such  lard  or 
rendered  pork  fat  without  charge  against 
quota  in  the  manufacture  of  any  edible 
fat  or  oil  product. 


(j)  Records  and  reports.  (1)  Every 
manufacturer  who  uses  more  than  15,000 
pounds  of  fats  and  oils  in  any  calendar 
quarter  shall  properly  fill  out  and  mail 
to  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washing- 
ton 25,  D.  C,  Bureau  of  the  Census  Form 
BM-1  for  each  calendar  month,  on  or 
before  the  15th  day  of  the  following 
month,  and  Bureau  of  the  Census  Form 
BM-2  for  each  calendar  quarter,  on  or 
before  the  15th  day  of  the  second  month 
following  such  calendar  quarter.  Noth- 
ing contained  herein  shall  be  construed 
as  requiring  any  person  to  file  more  than 
one  Form  BM-1  in  any  month,  or  more 
than  one  Form  BM-2  in  any  calendar 
quarter,  except  that  a  separate  report 
shall  be  filed  for  each  plant  in  which 
such  person  uses  fats  and  oils. 

(2)  Every  manufacturer  and  every 
other  person  who  processes,  uses  or  con- 
sumes fats  and  oils  shall  execute  and  file 
such  reports  upon  such  forms  and  sub- 
mit such  information  as  the  Director 
may  from  time  to  time  request  or  direct 
and  within  such  time  as  he  may  pre- 
scribe. 

(3)  Beginning  with  the  third  calendar 
quarter  of  1944,  every  manufacturer  sub- 
ject to  (b)  (1)  hereof  shall  file,  on  Form 
FDO  42-3,  a  quarterly  report  of  his  use 
of  fats  and  oils  in  edible  fat  or  oil  prod- 
ucts. Such  report  shall  be  filed  on  or 
before  the  20th  day  of  the  month  suc- 
ceeding such  calendar  quarter. 

(4)  Every  person  subject  to  this  order 
shall,  for  at  least  two  years  (or  for  such 
period  of  time  as  the  Director  may  desig- 
nate),  maintain  an  accurate  record  of  his 
production  of  and  transactions  in  fats 
and  oils. 

(k)  Existing  contracts.  The  restric- 
tions of  this  order  shall  be  observed  with- 
out regard  to  existing  contracts  or  any 
rights  accrued  or  payments  made  there- 
under. 

(1)  Audits  and  inspections.  The  Direc- 
tor shall  be  entitled  to  make  such  audit 
or  inspection  of  the  books,  records  and 
other  writings,  premises  or  stocks  of 
fats  and  oils  of  any  person,  and  to  make 
such  investigations  as  may  be  necessary 
or  appropriate,  in  his  discretion,  to  the 
enforcement  or  administration  of  the 
provisions  of  this  order. 

(m)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  or  unreason- 
able hardship  on  him  may  file  a  petition 
for  relief  with  the  Order  Administrator. 
Petitions  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall 
set  forth  all  pertinent  facts  and  the 
nature  of  the  relief  sought.  The  Order 
Administrator  may  take  any  action  with 
reference  to  such  petition  which  is  con- 
sistent with  the  authority  delegated  to 
him  by  the  Director.  If  the  petitioner 
is  dissatisfied  with  the  action  taken  by 
the  Order  Administrator,  he  may,  by  re- 
quest addressed  to  the  Order  Admini- 


strator, obtain  a  review  of  such  action 
by  the  Director.  After  said  review,  the 
Director  may  take  such  action  as  he 
deems  appropriate,  which  action  shall  be 
final. 

(n)  Violations.  Any  person  who  vio- 
lates any  provision  of  this  order  may,  in 
accordance  with  the  applicable  proce- 
dure, be  prohibited  from  receiving,  mak- 
ing any  deliveries  of,  or  using  fats  and 
oils.  Any  person  who  wilfully  violates 
any  provision  of  this  order  is  guilty  of  a 
crime  and  may  be  prosecuted  under  any 
and  all  applicable  laws.  Civil  action  may 
also  be  instituted  to  enforce  any  liability 
or  duty  created  by,  or  to  enjoin  any  vio- 
lation of,  any  provision  of  this  order. 

(o)  Effect  of  other  orders.  Insofar  as 
any  other  War  Food  Order  heretofore  or 
hereafter  issued  limits  or  curtails  to  a 
greater  extent  than  herein  provided, 
the  use,  acquisition,  or  disposition  of  any 
fat  or  oil,  the  limitations  of  such  other, 
order  shall  control. 

(p)  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  order  shall, 
unless  herein  otherwise  provided,  be  ad- 
dressed to  the  Order  Administrator,  War 
Food  Order  No.  42,  Fats  and  Oils  Branch, 
Office  of  Distribution,  War  Food  Admin- 
istration, Washington  25,  D.  C. 

(q)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  ad- 
ministration of  this  order  and  the  powers 
vested  in  the  War  Food  Administrator, 
insofar  as  such  powers  relate  to  the  ad- 
ministration of  this  order,  are  hereby 
delegated  to  the  Director.  The  Director 
is  authorized  to  redelegate  to  any  em- 
ployee of  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture  any  or  all  of  the  authority 
vested  in  him  by  this  order. 

(r)  Territorial  scope.  This  order  shall 
apply  within  the  48  States  and  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia. 

(s)  Effective  date.  This  order  shall 
become  effective  at  12:01  a.  m.,  e.  w.  t., 
September  30,  1944.  With  respect  to 
violations,  rights  accrued,  liabilities  in- 
curred, or  appeals  taken,  prior  to  said 
date,  under  War  Food  Order  No.  42,  as 
amended,  all  provisions  of  said  order 
shall  be  deemed  to  remain  in  full  force 
for  the  purpose  of  sustaining  any  proper 
suit,  action,  or  other  proceeding  with  re- 
spect to  any  such  violation,  right, 
liability,  or  appeal. 

Note:  All  reporting  requirements  of  this 
order  have  been  approved  by,  and  all  subse- 
quent reporting  and  record-keeping  require- 
ments will  be  subject  to  the  approval  of,  the 
Bureal  of  the  Budget  in  accordance  with  the 
Federal  Reports  Act  of  1942.

Summary  to  WFO-42  Amendment  11. 

The  War  Food  Administration  has 
amended  War  Food  Order  No.  42  so  that 
after  September  30,  1944  it  will  contain 
only  the  provisions  applying  to  the  use 
of  fats  and  oils  in  edible  products. 

Two  reporting  changes  have  been 
made  in  the  regulations  applying  to  edi- 
ble products: 

Beginning  with  the  third  calendar 
quarter  (July-September)  quota  users 
of  fats  and  oils  under  WFO  42  are  re- 


quired to  report  their  quarterly  consump- 
tion directly  to  WFA. 

All  users  of  fats  and  oils  in  edible  prod- 
ucts who  are  subject  to  the  order  and 
whose  consumption  is  more  than  15,000 
pounds  per  calendar  quarter  are  required 
to  report  monthly  and  quarterly  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census.  The  minimum 
reporting  requirement  formerly  was  6,000 
pounds  per  calendar  quarter. 

Since  its  issuance  in  March,  1943, 
WFO-42  has  been  a  general  order  con- 
trolling the  use  of  fats  and  oils  in  vari- 


ous industrial  as  well  as  edible  products. 
However,  separate  orders  (WFO  42a  and 
WFO  42b)  have  been  issued  to  contain 
the  regulations  on  soap,  and  on  protec- 
tive coatings,  coated  fabrics  and  floor 
coverings.  The  new  arrangement  will 
simplify  the  application  of  the  order  to 
the  particular  industry  involved. 

For  the  period  ending  March  31,  1945, 
fish  oil  may  be  used  without  restriction 
if  the  manufacturer  deducts  the  amount 
of  fish  oil  he  included  in  determining  his 
base  period  use.

War  Food  Administration, 
Summary  to  WFO  42,  Amendment  13. 

Increased  Government  requirements 
for  products  in  which  vegetable  oils  are 
used  have  made  it  necessary  for  the  War 
Food  Administration  to  amend  War  Food 
Order  No.  42  to  reduce  the  manufactur- 
ers' fats  and  oils  quota  for  shortening, 
and  to  make  adjustments  in  provisions 
of  the  order  relating  to  the  manufacture 
of  margarine. 

The  amendment,  effective  April  1,  1945. 
reduces  from  88  to  85  percent  <of  average 
use  in  1940  and  1941  >  the  quantity  of  fats 
and  oils  which  may  be  used  in  the  manu- 
facture of  shortening,  cooking  and  salad 
oils  for  civilian  consumption.  Despite 
this  decrease,  however,  approximately 
the  same  quantity  of  these  products  will 


be  available  to  civilians  in  April.  May  and 
June  as  during  the  same  months  last 
year.  This  is  because  manufacturers, 
who  adjust  production  to  consumer  de- 
mand, did  not  use  fats  and  oils  in  the 
second  quarter  of  last  year  to  the  limit 
of  their  permitted  quotas. 

Adjustments  in  provisions  of  WFO  42 
relating  to  margarine  involve  a  change 
in  the  base  period  on  which  the  manu- 
facturers' quota  is  calculated.  The  new 
period  is  1944.  Under  the  amendment, 
manufacturers  are  permitted  to  use  (in 
making  margarine  for  civilians)  120  per- 
cent of  the  total  fats  and  oils  they  used 
for  that  purpose  in  the  same  calendar 
quarter  of  1944.  The  former  quota  was 
167  percent  of  the  average  quantity  of 
fats  and  oils  used  during  1940  and  1941 
by  calendar  Quarters.    As  in  the  case  of 


shortening,  however,  the  production  of 
margarine  last  year  was  below  the  per- 
mitted quotas. 

Thus,  while  civilians  may  get  as  much 
shortening  and  oils  as  they  got  under 
the  former  quotas  during  April,  May  and 
June  1944 — and  more  margarine  than  in 
these  months  last  year — the  amendment 
removes  the  spread  betwen  actual  and 
permitted  use  (based  on  a  year  ago)  and 
conserves  these  fats  and  oils  to  meet  in- 
creased Government  requirements. 

Two  other  minor  changes  were  made 
by  the  amendment.  One  involves  a 
slight  change  in  the  order's  definition  of 
a  manufacturer,  and  the  other  makes  a 
correction  in  the  description  of  an  edible 
product  in  the  manufacture  of  which 
fats  and  oils  may  be  considered  exempt 
from  quotas.

War  Pood  Administration, 
Summary  to  WFO -42  Amendment  15. 

After  a  survey  of  the  available  supply 
of  fate  and  oils  by  the  Interagency  Com- 
mittee, it  has  been  found  necessary  for 
the  War  Food  Administration  to  reduce 
raw  material  quotas  for  the  manufacture 
of  edible  oil  products  (margarine,  short- 
ening, cooking  and  salad  oils)  and  soap 
for  consumption  by  United  States  civil- 
ians. 

The  reductions,  effective  for  the  second 
(April-June)    quarter,    are   made  by 


amendments  to  War  Food  Orders  42  and 
42b  under  which  the  manufacturers'  use 
of  fats  and  oils  is  regulated. 

The  new  fats  and  oils  quotas  for  the 
second  quarter  are: 

For  margarine — 110  percent  (instead 
of  120)  of  the  quantity  used  in  the  corre- 
sponding calendar  quarter  of  1944. 

For  shortening,  cooking  and  salad 
oils — 80  percent  (instead  of  83)  of  the 
average  quantity  used  in  these  products 
during  the  corresponding  calendar  quar- 
ters of  1940  and  1941. 


For  household  bar  and  package 
soaps — 74  percent  (instead  of  80)  of  the 
average  quantity  used  during  the  corre- 
sponding calendar  quarters  of  1940  and 
1941. 

For  industrial  soaps  (bulk  packages 
weighing  25  pounds  or  more) — 84  percent 
(instead  of  90)  of  the  average  quantity 
used  during  the  corresponding  calendar 
quarters  of  1940  and  1941. 

Military  and  war  service  requirements 
for  fats  and  oils  have  increased  mate- 
rially and  the  total  supply  is  lower  than 
at  any  time  in  the  last  two  years.

In  order  to  permit  packers  to  meet 
greatly  expanded  demands  for  canned 
tuna  fish  and  sardines,  the  War  Food 
Administration  today  announced  amend- 
ment 16  to  WFO  42,  excluding  vegetable 
oils  used  in  the  canning  of  fish  from  the 
refiners'  quotas  established  for  edible 
oils.   The  amendment  will  allow  for  in- 


creased supplies  of  oil  for  canning  fish. 

In  the  same  amendment,  quotas  for 
the  third  quarterly  period  are  estab- 
lished. Because  of  the  current  fats  and 
oils  supply  situation,  the  WFA  finds  it 
necessary  to  reduce  the  quota  for  mar- 
garine from  110  percent  to  95  percent, 
and  to  reduce  the  shortening,  cooking, 
and  salad  oil  quotas  from  80  percent  to 
77  percent  of  the  base  period  use. 


In  announcing  the  amendment,  WFA 
said  that  controls  over  the  amount  of 
vegetable  oil  that  may  be  used  in  can- 
ning fish  is  to  be  incorporated  soon  in 
an  amendment  to  WFO  44,  which  re- 
stricts the  sale  of  specified  types  of 
canned  fish.

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
announced  today  that  War  Food  Order 
74,  which  permitted  licensed  ship  sup- 
pliers to  obtain  set-aside  and  restricted 
foods  for  War  Shipping  Administration 
vessels,  will  be  terminated  effective  De- 
cember 1,  1945.  This  action  was  taken 
because  war  food  orders  affecting  many 
of  the  foods  covered  under  WFO  74  have 
been  suspended  or  terminated.  As  a  re- 
sult, the  need  of  ship  suppliers  for  the 
procurement  assistance  provided  by  the 
Order  has  diminished  to  the  point  that 
the  continuance  of  WFO  74  is  no  longer 
considered  necessary. 

War  Food  Order  74,  formerly  known 
as  Food  Distribution  Regulation  No.  3, 


was  put  into  effect  December  1,  1943. 
By  means  of  a  certificate  plan,  ship  sup- 
pliers holding  licenses  under  the  Order 
were  enabled  to  purchase  and  stockpile 
set-aside  and  restricted  foods  for  ulti- 
mate delivery  to  ships  operating  under 
the  direction  of  the  War  Shipping  Ad- 
ministration and  vessels  of  allied  or 
neutral  countries  named  by  that  agency. 
These  foods  were  used  to  feed  ships' 
crews,  Navy  armed  guards,  Navy  gun 
crews,  and  troops  carried  on  War  Ship- 
ping Administration  troop  transports. 
WFO  74  also  gave  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  effective  control  over  scarce 
foods  required  by  ships  for  ships  stores,

War  Food  Administration, 
Summary  to  WFO  42,  Amendment  25. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  today 
announced  changes  in  WFO  42  affecting 
the  packaging  of  shortening,  cooking  and 
salad  oil  and  the  canning  of  fish. 

Under  the  amendment,  packers  of 
shortening,  cooking  and  salad  oils  are 
required  to  pack  in  each  size  container 
during  each  calendar  quarter  not  less 
than  95  percent  of  the  total  volume 
packed  in  the  same  size  container  in  the 
corresponding  quarter  of  1944.  Packers 
formerly  were  required  to  package  in 
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each  size  package  not  less  than  the  same 
total  volume  they  did  in  1944.  The  re- 
cently announced  reduction  of  4  percent 
in  permitted  production  of  fat  and  oil 
products  beginning  with  the  April-June 
quarter  eliminated  the  flexibility  in  pack- 
aging which  the  packer  had  enjoyed  at 
the  higher  rate  of  production.  The  new 
amendment  was  necessary  to  continue 
this  flexibility  so  that  the  packer  could 
better  manage  his  package  problems 
which  have  been  aggravated  by  contin- 
ued scarcity  of  packaging  materials. 

Under  the  same  amendment,  canners 
of  tuna,  bonito,  yellowtail  and  sardines 


have  access  only  to  soybean  oil  on  an 
ex-quota  basis.  Formerly,  some  cotton 
and  peanut  oil  as  well  as  soybean  oil  were 
used  in  canning  these  fish.  The  needed 
oils  were  furnished  from  a  special  alloca- 
tion. Recent  shrinkage  in  supplies 
makes  it  necessary  to  discontinue  the  ex- 
quota  arrangement  for  packing  fish  in 
these  other  oils. 

Canners  of  these  fish  also  are  restricted 
to  a  30-day  inventory  of  soybean  oil,  but 
a  canner  may  accept  delivery  of  his  cus- 
tomary shipping  quantity  if  his  supply 
is  smaller  than  his  30-day  requirements.

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
today  announced  quotas  for  the  use  of 
fats  and  oils  in  producing  margarine, 
shortening,  cooking  and  salad  oils,  for 
the  period  July  1-September  30,  1946. 
The  action  was  taken  through  a  new 
amendment  to  War  Food  Order  42.  The 
quota  for  margarine  remains  unchanged 
at  95  per  cent  of  base  period.  (Base  pe- 
riod on  margarine  is  the  corresponding 
quarter  in  1944.)  Quotas  on  other  edible 
fats  and  oils  are  reduced  from  88  per  cent 
of  base  period  in  the  second  quarter  to 
82  per  cent  for  the  third  quarter.  (Base 
period  for  these  edible  fats  and  oils  is  the 
average  usage  in  corresponding  quarter 
of  1940  and  1941.) 

To  relieve  the  extreme  fats  and  oils 
shortage  conditions  in  25  Western  and 
Southern  states,  an  emergency  quota 


amounting  to  an  additional  6  per  cent  is 
authorized  for  the  quarter.  This  action 
will  channel  about  30  million  pounds  of 
fats  and  oils  into  the  following  states: 
Virginia,  West  Virginia,  North  Carolina, 
South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Alabama,  Mis- 
sissippi, Florida,  Kentucky,  Tennessee, 
Louisiana,  Texas,  Oklahoma,  Arkansas, 
Colorado,  New  Mexico,  Arizona,  Califor- 
nia, Oregon,  Washington.  Idaho,  Mon- 
tana, Nevada,  Utah,  Wyoming. 

Each  state's  share  of  the  emegency 
quota  was  determined  through  a  special 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics'  sur- 
vey on  relative  scarcity.  Suppliers  are 
required  to  distribute  their  individual 
emergency  quotas  to  shortage  areas, 
through  normal  trade  channels  and  in 
consumer  packages  not  larger  than  8 
pounds  or  1  gallon.  Manufacturers' 
quotas  have  already  been  sent  to  inter- 
ested processors — including  the  emer- 
gency quotas — and  ^^"cyftif  r?if.g 


been  completed  as  to  the  amount  of 
emergency  fats  and  oils  which  various 
manufacturers  will  furnish  to  the  25 
deficit  area  states. 

While  work  is  already  in  progress  to 
get  some  of  the  30,000.000  pound  emer- 
gency allocation  into  the  25  states,  it  may 
be  July  5  to  July  10  before  the  effect  of 
this  move  will  begin  to  be  felt  in  all  areas.

The  Department  of  Agriculture  today 
announced  that  because  of  a  fairly  uni- 
form distribution  of  fats  and  oils 
throughout  the  country  the  national 
quota  for  the  use  of  fats  and  oils  in  the 
production  of  shortening,  cooking  and 
salad  oils  will  be  made  uniform  for  the 
fourth  quarter  of  1946.  The  quota  for 
these  products  for  the  fourth  quarter 
will  be  88  percent  compared  with  82  per- 
cent, plus  a  6  percent  reserve  for  deficit 
areas,  during  the  third  quarter  of  1946. 


The  base  period  for  these  edible  fats  'and 
oils  is  the  average  usage  in  the  corre- 
sponding quarters  of  1940  aqd  1941. 

The  quota  for  margarine  will  remain 
unchanged  at  95  percent.  The  base  pe- 
riod for  margarine  is  the  corresponding 
quarter  in  1944. 

Due  to  a  critical  shortage  of  lard  and 
fatbacks  in  25  Western  and  Southern 
states,  the  Department  during  the  third 
quarter  reduced  the  national  edible  fats 
and  oils  quota  from  88  to  82  percent  and 
provided,  in  addition,  an  emergency 
quota  of  6  percent  to  relieve  the  extreme 
fats  and  oils  shortage  in  these  states. 
This  action  channeled  about  30  million 
pounds  of  fats  and  oils  into  these  states. 
A  recent  field  survey  shows  an  improved 
supply  situation  in  the  Western  and 
Southern  states,  making  it  possible  to 
discontinue  emergency  measures  and  re- 
turn to  the  former  nationwide  quota.

The  fulfillment  of  requirements  for  the

(2)  Beginning  with  the  third  calendar 
quarter  of  1944,  every  manufacturer  sub- 
ject to  (b)  (1)  hereof  shall  file,  on  Form 
FDO  42-4,  a  quarterly  report  of  his  use 
of  fats  and  oils  in  protective  coatings, 


coated  fabrics,  and  floor  coverings.  Such 
report  shall  be  filed  on  or  before  the  20th 
day  of  the  month  succeeding  such  calen- 
dar quarter. 

(3)  Every  person  subject  to  this  order 
shall,  for  at  least  two  years  (or  for  such 
period  of  time  as  the  Director  may  desig- 
nate), maintain  an  accurate  record  of 
his  production  of  and  transactions  in 
fats  and  oils. 

(j )  Existing  contracts.  The  restric- 
tions of  this  order  shall  be  observed  with- 
out regard  to  existing  contracts  or  any 
rights  accrued  or  payments  made  there- 
under. 

(k)  Audits  and  inspections.  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  make  such  au- 
dit or  inspection  of  the  books,  records  and 
other  writings,  premises  or  stocks  of  fats 
and  oils  of  any  person,  and  to  make  such 
investigations  as  may  be  necessary  or 
appropriate,  in  his  discretion,  to  the  en- 
forcement or  administration  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  order. 

(1)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  or  unreason- 
able hardship  on  him  may  file  a  peti- 
tion for  relief  with  the  Order  Adminis- 
trator. Petitions  shall  be  in  writing  and 
shall  set  forth  all  pertinent  facts  and 
the  nature  of  the  relief  sought.  The 
Order  Administrator  may  take  any  ac- 
tion with  reference  to  such  petition 
which  is  consistent  with  the  authority 
delegated  to  him  by  the  Director.  If  the 
petitioner  is  dissatisfied  with  the  action 
taken  by  the  Order  Administrator,  he 
may,  by  request  addressed  to  the  Order 
Administrator,  obtain  a  review  of  such 
action  by  the  Director.

After  Sept.  30,  1944,  War  Food  Admin- 
istration regulations  controlling  the  use 
of  fats  and  oils  in  protective  coatings, 
coated  fabrics  and  floor  coverings  will  be 
contained  in  War  Food  Order  No.  42a 
instead  of  in  WFO-42. 

WFA  has  amended  WFO  42  so  that  it 
will  apply  only  to  edible  products,  and 
has  issued  separate  orders  (WFO  42a  and 
WFO  42b)  covering  coatings,  fabrics  and 
floor  coverings,  and  soap.

The  use  of  2  pounds  of  oil  in  a  gallon 
of  paint  is  permitted  where  quotas  are 
derived  from  the  manufacture  of  casein 
or  paste  water  paint.  Only  1  pound 
formerly  was  permitted. 

For  the  period  ending  March  31,  1945, 
fish  oil  may  be  used  without  restriction 
if  the  manufacturer  deducts  the  amount 
of  fish  oil  he  included  in  determining  his 
base  period  use.

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Past  1460 — Fats  and  Oils 

use  of  fats  and  oils  in  soap 

The  fulfillment  of  requirements  for 
the  defense  of  the  United  States  will  re- 
sult in  a  shortage  in  the  supply  of  fats 
and  oils  for  defense,  for  private  account, 
and  for  export;  and  the  following  order 
is  deemed  necessary  and  appropriate  in 
the  public  interest  and  to  promote  the 
national  defense: 

§  1460.33  Use  of  fats  and  oils  in 
soap — <a)  Definitions.  <1)  "Pats  and 
oils"  means  all  the  raw,  crude,  refined, 
and  pressed  fats  and  oils,  whether  vege- 
table, animal,  fish,  or  other  marine  ani- 
mal, their  by-products  and  derivatives, 
including  foots,  grease  (lard)  oil,  sul- 
fonated and  similarly  processed  fats  and 
oils,  fatty  acids,  lard  and  rendered  pork 
fat,  and  the  fat  and  oil  content  of  any 
other  product,  but  not  including  glycer- 
ine, cocoa  butter,  butter,  wool  grease 
or  fat,  essential  oils,  tall  oil.  mineral 
oils,  and  vitamin-bearing  oils  (including 
their  by-products  and  derivatives)  ob- 
tained from  fish  or  other  marine  animal 
livers  or  viscera. 

(2)  "Manufacturer"  means  any  per- 
son who  uses  fats  and  oils  in  the  manu- 
facture of  soap.  The  term  shall  also 
include  a  soap  converter. 

(3)  "Soap  converter"  means  any  per- 
son who  uses  soap  made  by  others  as  a 
raw  material  and,  by  tho  addition  of 
other  materials  or  ingredients,  makes  a 
finished  product  which  is  sold  for 
detergent  purposes.  The  term  "soap 
converter"  shall  not  include  persons  who 
merely  add  small  amounts  of  color  or 
perfume  to  the  original  soap,  or  who 
merely  dissolve  paste  or  other  soaps  in 
water  to  make  liquid  soaps  without  add- 
ing other  non-soap  detergent  materials. 

(4)  "Soap"  means  the  water-soluble 
product  formed  by  the  saponification  or 
neutralization  of  fats.  oils,  or  their  fatty 
acids  with  organic,  sodium  or  potassium 
bases;  or  any  composition  containing 
such  products,  including  all  types  of 
shaving  soap  and  shaving  cream. 

(5)  "Package  and  bar  soap"  means  all 
bar  soap,  however  packed,  and  all  other 
soap  originally  packed  in  unit  packages 
containing  less  than  25  pounds  net. 

(6)  "Bulk  package  soap"  means  any 
soap,  except  bar  soap,  originally  packed 
in  unit  packages  containing  25  pounds 
net  or  more. 

(7)  "Abrasive  hand  soap"  means  paste 
and  powdered  soap  products  sold  reg- 
ularly for  the  removal  of  soil  from  the 
human  skin,  which  contain  by  weight, 
on  a  moisture-free  basis,  not  less  than 

10  percent  nor  more  than  40  percent  an- 
hydrous soap,  and  not  less  than  25  per- 
cent abrasive  material  of  an  organic  or 
inorganic  nature,  to  facilitate  soil  re- 
moval. 

(8)  "Foots"  means  the  by-product 
residue  or  the  derivatives  thereof  ob- 
tained in  the  refining  of  any  fat  or  oil. 
except  linseed  oil.  where  such  refining  is 
accomplished  by  treatment  of  such  fat  or 

011  with  any  alkaline  material. 
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(9>  "Washed,  recovered  linseed  oil" 
means  the  by-product  residue, or  th*  de- 
rivatives thereof  obtained  in  the  refining 
of  linseed  oil  where  such  refining  is  ac- 
complished by  treatment  of  linseed  oil 
with  any  alkaline  material. 

(10)  "Base  period"  means  the  calendar 
years  1940  and  1941. 

(11)  "Exempt  agency"  means  (i)  the 
Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps  or  Coast 
Guard  of  the  United  States.  (ii>  the  War 
Food  Administration  (including  but  not 
restricted  to  any  corporate  agency  there- 
of), (iii>  the  War  Shipping  Administra- 
tion, (iv)  contract  schools,  marine  hos- 
pitals, and  maritime  academies,  as  de- 
fined in  War  Food  Order  No.  73,  as 
amended  (8  F.R.  13880.  9  F.R.  4319. 
10036),  and  <v>  ship  suppliers  as  de- 
fined in  War  Food  Order  No.  74,  as 
amended  (9  F.R.  8002) ,  who  hold  licenses 
under  that  order. 

12)  "Person"  means  any  individual, 
partnership,  association,  business  trust, 
corporation,  or  any  organized  group  of 
persons  whether  incorporated  or  not. 

(13)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of 
Distribution,  War  Food  Administration. 

(b>  Restrictions  on  manufacture.  (1) 
Except  as  hereinafter  provided,  no  manu- 
facturer shall,  in  any  calendar  quarter, 
use  fats  and  oils  in  the  manufacture  of 
soap  in  excess  of  a  quota  equal  to  the 
permitted  percentage  of  the  average 
amount  of  fats  and  oils  used  in  such  class 
of  soap  during  the  corresponding  calen- 
dar quarters  of  the  base  period: 

Permitted 

Class  of  soap:  percentage 

Package  and  bar  soap   90 

Bulk  package  soap   110 

(2)  Any  manufacturer  who  has  used 
his  quotas  for  all  classes  of  soap  for  any 
calendar  quarter  may  use  up  to  10,000 
pounds  of  fats  and  oils,  in  the  aggregate, 
for  soap  in  such  calendar  quarter  in  ad- 
dition to  his  quotas.  This  additional 
usage  shall  not  constitute  a  quota  under 
any  provision  of  this  order.  Any  unused 
portion  of  such  permitted,  additional 
usage  shall  not  be  carried  forward  to  a 
succeeding  calendar  quarter. 

(3)  Any  manufacturer  who  does  not 
use  his  entire  quota  for  any  calendar 
quarter  may  carry  the  unused  portion 
of  such  quota  forward  only  to  the  suc- 
ceeding calendar  quarter  and  may  use 
the  same  in  the  succeeding  calendar 
quarter  after  his  regular  quota  for  such 
quarter  has  been  used. 

(4)  For  the  purpose  of  determining 
the  quantity  of  raw  "foots"  or  "washed, 
recovered  linseed  oil"  which  may  be 
used  use  shall  be  calculated  on  the  basis 
of  total  fatty  acid  content. 

(5)  All  restrictions  on  the  use  of  fats 
and  oils  are  imposed  with  respect  to  ag- 
gregate quantities,  and  such  restrictions 
are  not  to  be  construed  as  limiting  a 
manufacturer  to  the  use  of  the  same  fat 
or  oil  used  in  the  base  period. 

(c)  Quota  exemptions.  Nothing  in  (b) 
(1)  hereof  shall  restrict  the  following 
uses  of  fats  and  oils: 

(1)  Use  by  any  manufacturer  who 
used  fats  and  oils  in  soap  prior  to  July 
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1,  1943.  and  whose  total  use  in  any  cal- 
endar quarter  is  not  over  15,000  pounds, 
exclusive  of  use  pursuant  to  <c)  (2)  or 
(c)  (3)  hereof;  or  the  use  by  any  manu- 
facturer whose  use  of  fats  and  oils  did 
not  begin  until  on  or  after  July  1,  1943, 
and  whose  total  use  in  any  calendar 
quarter  is  not  more  than  1,000  pounds, 
exclusive  of  use  pursuant  to  (c)  (2)  or 
<c>  (3)  hereof.  The  permitted  usage  un- 
der this  section  <c)  <1>  shall  not  consti- 
tute a  quota  under  any  provision  of  this 
order: 

(2)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  (d) 
hereof,  use  in  soap  delivered  or  con- 
tracted for  delivery,  directly  or  through 
intermediate  distributors,  to: 

<i)  An  exempt  agency,  or  the  Veterans 
Administration,  pursuant  to  the  provi- 
sions of  a  contract; 

<ii)  Any  person  for  use  in  laundering 
under  contract  with  an  exempt  agency  or 
with  the  United  States  Maritime  Com- 
mission; or 

(hi)  Any  person  or  agency  specified  by 
the  Director. 

<3)  Use  in  soap  for  export  to  the  Do- 
minion of  Canada  under  a  license  grant- 
ed by  the  Dominion  for  such  importa- 
tion, or  to  any  other  country  pursuant  to 
an  export  license  issued  by  the  Foreign 
Economic  Administration; 

(4»  Use  in  abrasive  hand  soap,  or  in 
soap  used  for  non-detergent  purposes  or 
for  the  processing  of  textiles; 

(5)  Use  in  soap  for  sale  to  soap  con- 
verters for  further  processing:  or 

(6)  Until  March  31,  1945,  the  use  of 
fish  oil  by  any  manufacturer:  Provided, 
however,  That  if  such  manufacturer  used 
fish  oil  in  the  manufacture  of  soap  dur- 
ing the  base  period,  the  amount  so  used 
shall  be  excluded  in  determining  his 
quota  under  (b)  (1)  hereof. 

(d)  Certificates.  (1)  Any  delivery  of 
soap  made  through  an  intermediate  dis- 
tributor to  an  exempt  agency  or  to  the 
Veterans  Administration,  and  any  deliv- 
ery of  soap,  direct  or  indirect,  to  any  per- 
son specified  in  (c)  (2)  (ii)  or  (c)  (2)  (iii) 
hereof,  shall  not  result  in  an  exemption 
from  the  quota  restrictions  under  (b) 
(1)  hereof,  unless  a  certificate  or  certi- 
fied copy  thereof  is  obtained  by  the  per- 
son claiming  such  exemption,  which  cer- 
tificate shall  contain  the  following:  the 
name  of  the  manufacturer  and  of  the 
person  making  delivery  of  the  soap,  the 
amount  and  kind  of  soap  delivered  or 
to  be  delivered,  and  a  statement  that  the 
person  or  agency  to  whom  delivery  has 
been  or  will  be  made  has  either  received 
the  soap  covered  by  the  certificate  or  has 
contracted  therefor.  If  delivery  has 
been  or  will  be  made  to  a  person  specified 
in  (c)  (2)  (ii)  or  (c)  (2)  (iii)  hereof,  the 
certificate  shall  state  the  purpose  for 
which  the  soap  is  to  be  used.  All  cer- 
tificates shall  be  signed  by  the  person  or 
agency  receiving  the  soap,  or  by  an  au- 
thorized representative,  and  shall  be 
turned  over  to  the  deliverer  who,  if  he  is- 
not  the  manufacturer  of  the  soap,  shall 
forward  the  certificate  promptly  to  the 
manufacturer.  Upon  receipt  of  the  cer- 
tificate, the  manufacturer  named  there- 
on shall  endorse  upon  the  certificate  the 


amount  of  fats  and  oils  used  in  the  man- 
ufacture of  the  soap  covered  by  the 
certificate. 

(2)  All  certificates  executed  under 
(d)  (1)  hereof  shall  be  retained  by  the 
person  claiming  exemption.  All  state- 
ments contained  in  such  certificates 
shall  be  deemed  representations  to  an 
agency  of  the  United  States.  No  person 
shall  be  entitled  to  rely  upon  any  such 
certificate  if  he  knows  or  has  reasonable 
cause  to  believe  it  to  be  false. 

(e)  Establishment  of  base  period 
usage.  (1)  No  manufacturer  may  use 
fats  and  oils  under  (b)  (1)  hereof  un- 
less and  until  he  has  filed,  on  Form 
FDO  42-1,  a  report  of  his  use  of  fats  and 
oils  in  each  class  of  soap  for  each  calen- 
dar quarter  of  the  base  period. 

(2)  Fats  and  oils  used  by  a  manu- 
facturer during  the  base  period  for  any 
purpose  set  forth  in  (c)  (2),  (c)  (4),  or 
(c)  <5)  hereof,  or  in  the  manufacture  of 
soap  for  export  to  a  foreign  country, 
shall  be  excluded  in  determining  his 
quota  under  (b)  (1)  hereof. 

(f)  Acquisition  of  facilities.  Any 
person  who  acquires  all  the  soap  making 
facilities  of  another  person  shall  become 
entitled  to  the  quotas  of  such  person, 
whether  or  not  he  continues  to  operate 
such  facilities  in  whole  or  in  part.  Pro- 
vided, That  he  shall,  within  30  days 
following  such  acquisition,  inform  the 
Director  of  the  facilities  acquired,  their 
location,  whether  or  not  operations  will 
be  continued  in  the  same  or  another 
location,  and  the  amount  of  quota  which 
he  claims  to  have  acquired  for  each  class 
of  soap. 

(g)  Toll  agreements.  Fats  and  oils 
owned  by  one  person  and  processed  by 
another  shall  be  charged  against  the 
quota  of  the  owner  and  not  the  processor, 
Provided,  however.  That  the  title  to  any 
soap  so  manufactured  shall  remain  in 
the  owner  of  the  fats  and  oils  and  such 
owner  shall  market  such  soap  and  shall 
invoice  and  collect  therefor  through  his 
own  organization,  and  the  processor 
shall  not  buy  directly  or  indirectly  any 
soap  so  produced.  Otherwise,  fats  and 
oils  so  processed  shall  be  chargeable 
against  the  quota  of  the  processor. 

(h)  Computation  of  quotas;  diversion. 
Any  manufacturer  may  divert  a  quantity 
of  fats  and  oils,  from  the  average  quar- 
terly amount  of  fats  and  oils  used  by 
him  in  the  base  period  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  a  particular  class  of  soap,  to  the 
average  quarterly  amount  of  fats  and 
oils  used  by  him  in  the  base  period  in 
the  manufacture  of  another  class  of 
soap:  Provided,  That  the  total  amount 
so  diverted  shall  not  exceed  250,000 
pounds  during  any  calendar  quarter 
under  this  order;  and,  Provided  further, 
That  his  total  permitted  use  for  all 
classes  of  soap  in  any  calendar  quarter 
shall  not,  after  such  diversion,  exceed 
(but  may  be  less  than)  his  total  per- 
mitted use  of  fats  and  oils  in  the  manu- 
facture of  all  soap  as  computed  prior 
to  such  diversion. 

(i)  Exemption  for  washed  recovered 
linseed  oil  and  domestic  vegetable  oil 


foots.  In  computing  the  amount  of  fats 
and  oils  used  under  (b)  (1),  (b)  (2),  or 
(c)  (1)  hereof,  a  manufacturer  need 
count  only  50  percent  of  the  actual 
amount  of  washed  recovered  linseed  oil 
or  domestic  vegetable  oil  foots  so  used. 

(j)  Purchases  from  exempt  agencies. 
The  fat  and  oil  content  of  any  soap 
which  is  purchased  by  a  manufacturer 
from  any  exempt  agency,  other  than 
contract  schools,  marine  hospitals,  mari- 
time academies,  or  licensed  ship  sup- 
pliers, shall  not  be  chargeable  against  his 
quota  if  the  product  so  purchased  is  used 
by  him  in  reworking  into  any  class  of 
soap. 

(k)  Exemption  for  lard  and  rendered 
pork  fat.  Any  manufacturer  who,  dur- 
ing the  period  from  May  15  to  June  30, 
1944,  both  inclusive,  and  the  period  from 
July  17  to  July  31,  1944,  both  inclusive, 
purchased  and  accepted  delivery  of  lard 
or  rendered  pork  fat,  may  use  such  lard 
or  rendered  pork  fat  without  charge 
against  quota  in  the  manufacture  of 
soap. 

(1)  Records  and  reports.  (1)  Every 
manufacturer,  except  a  soap  converter, 
who  uses  more  than  15,000  pounds  of  fats 
and  oils  in  any  calendar  quarter  shall 
properly  fill  out  and  mail  to  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  Washington  25.  D.  C,  Bu- 
reau of  the  Census  Form  BM-1  for  each 
calendar  month,  on  or  before  the  15th 
day  of  the  month  immediately  following, 
and  Bureau  of  the  Census  Form  BM-2 
for  each  calendar  quarter,  on  or  before 
the  15th  day  of  the  second  month  follow- 
ing such  calendar  quarter.  Nothing  con- 
tained herein  shall  be  construed  as  re- 
quiring any  person  to  file  more  than  one 
form  BM-1  in  any  month,  or  more  than 
one  form  BM-2  in  any  calendar  quarter, 
except  that  a  separate  report  shall  be 
filed  for  each  plant  in  which  such  person 
uses  fats  and  oils. 

<2)  Beginning  with  the  third  calendar 
quarter  of  1944,  every  manufacturer  sub- 
ject to  (b)  (1)  hereof  shall  file,  on  Form 
FDO  42-5,  a  quarterly  report  of  his  use 
of  fats  and  oils  in  soap.  Such  report 
shall  be  filed  on  or  before  the  20th  day 
of  the  month  succeeding  such  calendar 
quarter. 

(3)  Every  person  subject  to  this  order 
shall,  for  at  least  two  years  (or  for  such 
period  of  time  as  the  Director  may  des- 
ignate), maintain  an  accurate  record  of 
his  production  of  and  transactions  in  fats 
and  oils. 

(m)  Existing  contracts.  The  restric- 
tions of  this  order  shall  be  observed  with- 
out regard  to  existing  contracts  or  any 
rights  accrued  or  payments  made  there- 
under. 

(n)  Audits  and  inspections.  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  make  such  au- 
dit or  inspection  of  the  books,  records  and 
other  writings,  premises  or  stocks  of  fats 
and  oils  of  any  person,  and  to  make  such 
investigations  as  may  be  necessary  or  ap- 
propriate, in  his  discretion,  to  the  en- 
forcement or  administration  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  order. 

(o)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 


considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  or  unrea- 
sonable hardship  on  him  may  file  a 
petition  for  relief  with  the  Order  Ad- 
ministrator. Petitions  shall  be  in  writ- 
ing and  shall  set  forth  all  pertinent 
facts  and  the  nature  of  the  relief  sought. 
The  Order  Administrator  may  take  any 
action  with  reference  to  such  petition 
which  is  consistent  with  the  authority 
delegated  to  him  by  the  Director.  If  the 
petitioner  is  dissatisfied  with  the  action 
taken  by  the  Order  Administrator,  he 
may,  by  request  addressed  to  the  Order 
Administrator,  obtain  a  review  of  such 
action  by  the  Director.  After  said  re- 
view, the  Director  may  take  such  action 
as  he  deems  appropriate,  which  action 
shall  be  final. 

(p)  Violations.  Any  person  who  vio- 
lates any  provision  of  this  order  may, 
in  accordance  with  the  applicable  pro- 
cedure, be  prohibited  from  receiving, 
making  any  deliveries  of,  or  using  fats 
and  oils.  Any  person  who  wilfully  vio- 
lates any  provision  of  this  order  is  guilty 
of  a  crime  and  may  be  prosecuted  under 
any  and  all  applicable  laws.  Civil  ac- 
tion may  also  be  instituted  to  enforce 
any  liability  or  duty  created  by,  or  to 
enjoin  any  violation  of,  any  provision  of 
this  order. 

(q)  Effect  of  other  orders.  So  far  as 
any  other  war  food  order  heretofore  or 
hereafter  issued  limits  or  curtails  to  a 
greater  extent  than  herein  provided,  the 
use,  acquisition,  or  disposition  of  any  fat 
or  oil,  the  limitations  of  such  other  order 
shall  control. 

(r)  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  order  shall, 
unless  herein  otherwise  provided,  be  ad- 
dressed to  the  Order  Administrator,  War 
Food  Order  No.  42,  Fats  and  Oils  Branch, 
Office  of  Distribution,  War  Food  Ad- 
ministration, Washington  25,  D.  C. 

(s)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  ad- 
ministration of  this  order  and  the  powers 
vested  in  the  War  Food  Administrator, 
insofar  as  such  powers  relate  to  the  ad- 
ministration of  this  order,  are  hereby 
delegated  to  the  Director.  The  Direc- 
tor is  authorized  to  redelegate  to  any 
employee  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  any  or  all  of  the 
authority  vested  in  him  by  this  order. 

(t)  Territorial  scope.  This  order  shall 
apply  within  the  48  States  and  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia. 

(u)  Effective  date.  This  order  shall 
become  effective  at  12:01  a.  m.,  e.  w.  t., 
September  30,  1944. 

Note:  All  reporting  requirements  of  this 
order  have  been  approved  by.  and  all  subse- 
quent reporting  and  record-keeping  require- 
ments will  be  subject  to  the  approval  of,  the 
Bureau  of  the  Budget  in  accordance  with  the 
Federal  Reports  Act  of  1942.

War  Pood  Administration, 
Summary  to  WFO-42b. 

War  Food  Administration  regulations 
controlling  the  use  of  fats  and  oils  in  the 
manufacture  of  soap  will  be  contained 
after  September  30,  1944  in  War  Pood 
Order  No.  42b  instead  of  in  WPO  42. 

WPA  has  amended  WPO  42  so  that  it 
will  apply  only  to  edible  products,  and 
has  issued  separate  orders  <WFO  42b 
and  WPO  42a  >  covering  soaps,  and  pro- 
tective coatings,  coated  fabrics  and  floor 
coverings.  Formerly  WPO  42  regulated 
the  use  of  fats  and  oils  in  all  these  com- 
modities. The  new  arrangement  will 
simplify  the  application  of  the  order  to 
the  particular  industry  involved. 


Changes  made  in  the  regulations  ap- 
plying to  soap  follows: 

Beginning  with  the  third  calendar 
quarter  (July-September  >  quota  users  of 
fats  and  oils  under  WPO  42b  are  re- 
quired to  report  their  quarterly  con- 
sumption directly  to  WPA. 

All  users  of  fats  and  oils  in  soap  whose 
consumption  is  more  than  15,000  pounds 
per  calendar  quarter  are  required  to  re- 
port monthly  and  quarterly  to  the  Bu- 
reau of  the  Census.  The  minimum  re- 
porting requirements  formerly  was  6.000 
pounds  per  calendar  quarter. 

Users  of  fats  and  oils  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  soap  are  allowed  10.000  pounds 


per  calendar  quarter  in  addition  to  their 
quota,. but  this  10,000  pounds  may  not  be 
used  until  the  quarterly  quota  has  been 
consumed.  Unused  portions  are  for- 
feited at  the  end  of  each  quota  period. 

For  the  period  ending  March  31.  1945, 
fish  oil  may  be  used  without  restriction 
if  the  manufacturer  deducts  the  amount 
of  fish  oil  he  included  in  determining  his 
base  period  use. 

Vegetable  oil  foots  may  be  used  on  the 
same  basis  as  washed  recovered  linseed 
oil  charging  only  50  percent  of  the 
amount  used  against  his  quota.  These 
changes  are  made  now  in  view  of  the 
heavy  seasonal  production. 
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[WFO  42b,  Amdt.  3] 
Part  1460 — Fats  and  Oils 
reduction  of  quotas 

War  Food  Order  No.  42b,  as  amended 
(9  Fit.  12C80, 13619) ,  is  further  amended 
as  follows: 

1.  By  deleting  the  table  at  the  end  of 
paragraph  (bJ  (1)  and  substituting  in 
lieu  thereof  the  following :

Summary  to  WFO-42b  Amendment  4. 

The  War  Food  Administration  has 
amended  War  Food  Order  No.  42b  con- 
tinuing the  permitted  use  of  fats  and  oils 
in  the  manufacture  of  household  pack- 
age and  bar  soap  for  civilian  consump- 
tion in  the  second  quarter  at  about  the 
level  of  use  during  February  and  March, 
and  reinstating  provisions  which  limit 
the  soap  inventories  of  industrial  users 
to  a  45-day  supply.  The  inventory  limi- 
tation is  effective  March  22,  1945;  the 
quota  provisions,  April  1.  1945. 

The  manufacturers'  fats  and  oils 
quota  for  making  household  soap  was 
reduced  January  31,  1945  from  90  to  85 


percent  of  the  average  quarterly  use  dur- 
ing 1940  and  1941.  The  effect  of  this  ac- 
tion was  to  reduce  the  February  and 
March  production  of  this  type  soap  to 
approximately  80  percent  of  the  produc- 
tion during  the  same  months  of  the 
'  1940-41  base  period,  since  the  January 
production  had  been  at  the  90  percent 
rate.  The  amendment  fixes  the  fats  and 
oils  quota  for  household  soap  at  80  per- 
cent— the  same  quota  that  was  in  effect 
for  all  soaps  for  several  months  prior 
to  October.  1943. 

With  one  minor  modification,  provi- 
sions of  WFO  42b  which  limit  the  soap 
inventories  of  industrial  users  to  a  45- 
day  supply  are  on  the  same  basis  as  those 


that  were  in  effect  under  WFO  86  prior 
to  its  termination  August  24,  1944.  Un- 
der WFO  86,  the  limitation  was  based 
on  aggregate  totals.  The  new  provi- 
sions, however,  permit  inventory  calcu- 
lations by  types  of  soap  used  for  specific 
purposes.  For  example,  if  a  user  has  less 
than  a  45-day  supply  of  any  type  soap 
for  a  specific  purpose,  he  may  acquire 
that  type  up  to  the  45-day  level  for  that 
purpose  even  though  he  has  that  type 
of  soap  in  inventory  for  other  specific 
purposes. 

The  inventory  limitation  was  rein- 
stated to  provide  a  more  even  distribu- 
tion of  available  soap  supplies  among  in- 
dustrial users.

After  a  survey  of  the  available  supply 
of  fats  and  oils  by  the  Interagency  Com- 
mittee, it  has  been  found  necessary  for 
the  War  Food  Administration  to  reduce 
raw  material  quotas  for  the  manufacture 
of  edible  oil  products  (margarine,  short- 
ening, cooking  and  salad  oils)  and  soap 
for  consumption  by  United  States  ci- 
vilians. 

The  reductions,  effective  for  the  sec- 
ond (April-June)  quarter,  are  made  by

Changes  in  Soap  Formltlas  for  Certain  Types  of  Soap 


(For  Trade  and  Summary) 

Washington,  July  23,  1945 

Secretary  of  Agriculture  Clinton  P. 
Anderson  today  announced  an  order 
which  will  increase  by  ten  percent  United 
States  production  of  household  "heavy 
duty"  laundry-type  soaps,  through  re- 
quiring manufacturers  to  use  additional 
quantities  of  water-softening  "builder" 
materials  in  their  products. 

At  the  same  time  the  Department  an- 
nounced that  Army  requirements  for 
soap  will  be  lower  during  the  coming  six 
months,  thereby  making  it  unnecessary 
to  reduce  further  the  quotas  of  fat  avail- 
able for  the  manufacture  of  civilian 
soaps. 

In  making  this  announcement  Mr. 
Anderson  said :  "All  of  this  should  result 
in  a  substantial  increase  in  the  amount 
of  soap  available  for  civilians  and  should 
persuade  housewives  of  this  country  to 
discontinue  the  practice  of  raiding  the 
shelves  of  stores  as  soon  as  a  new  ship- 
ment of  soap  arrives.  They  have  been 
doing  this  recently  because  they  fear 
soap  rationing.  They  have  misinter- 
preted Governor  Lehman's  statement 
concerning  the  needs  of  Europe  as  a  tip 
that  there  might  be  soap  rationing  in 
America. 


"If  we  were  to  have  soap  rationing, 
it  would  be  necessary  for  me,  as  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture,  to  authorize  it,"  Mr. 
Anderson  continued,  "and  I  do  not  plan 
to  issue  such  authorization.  Operation 
of  a  soap  rationing  program  is  just  too 
great  a  problem  to  undertake  now.  It 
would  be  a  little  easier  on  all  of  us  if 
people  would  buy  sensibly,  buying  only 
what  is  needed,  instead  of  starting  runs 
on  scarce  stocks.  Supplies  will  continue 
to  flow  to  retail  outlets,  so  let's  buy  what 
we  want  as  we  need  it." 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  also 
stated  that  the  quota  of  fat  assigned  to 
soap  manufacture  for  civilians  in  1945 
is  more  than  the  quantity  of  fat  con- 
sumed in  the  manufacture  of  soap  for 
civilians  in  this  country  before  the  out- 
break of  the  war  in  Europe. 

Under  the  provisions  of  today's  an- 
nounced amendment  to  the  soap  order 
(WFO  42b),  manufacturers  will  reduce 
the  quantity  of  anhydrous  soap  derived 
from  fats  and  oils  formerly  used  in  the 
production  of  chips,  flakes,  powders, 
granules  and  other  similar  types  of  soap 
to  not  more  than  90  percent  of  the  an- 
hydrous soap  content  of  such  products 
manufactured  during  the  30-day  period 
ended  July  17,  1942.  By  increasing  the 
use  of  water-softening  "builders"  in  their 


products,  manufacturers  will  be  able  to 
increase  the  total  quantity  of  these  types 
of  soap  available  to  civilians  by  over 
100,000,000  pounds  during  a  12  month  pe- 
riod without  requiring  the  use  of  addi- 
tional fats  and  oils. 

The  added  use  of  "builders"  will  not 
decrease  the  cleansing  qualities  of 
these  types  of  soap,  nor  does  today's 
amendment  change  in  any  way  the  pres- 
ent formulas  used  in  bar  soaps  or  fine 
fabric  granulated  or  flake  soaps. 

Amendment  No.  6  to  WFO  42b  is  made 
effective  two  weeks  from  the  date  of  the 
order  so  that  manufacturers  will  have 
sufficient  time  to  file  the  necessary  ap- 
plications with  OPA  under  Section  16 
of  MPR-391,  for  a  change  in  their  in- 
dividual soap  formulae  without  affecting 
present  ceiling  prices.

Summary  to  WFO  42b,  Amendment  8 

USDA  TERMINATES  WFO  74 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
announced  today  that  War  Food  Order 
74,  which  permitted  licensed  ship  sup- 
pliers to  obtain  set-aside  and  restricted 
foods  for  War  Shipping  Administration 
vessels,  will  be  terminated  effective  De- 
cember 1,  1945.  This  action  was  taken 
because  war  food  orders  affecting  many 
of  the  foods  covered  under  WFO  74  have 
been  suspended  or  terminated.  As  a  re- 
sult, the  need  of  ship  suppliers  for  the 
procurement  assistance  provided  by  the 
Order  has  diminished  to  the  point  that 
the  continuance  of  WFO  74  is  no  longer 
considered  necessary. 


War  Food  Order  74,  formerly  known 
as  Food  Distribution  Regulation  No.  3, 
was  put  into  effect  December  1,  1943. 
By  means  of  a  certificate  plan,  ship  sup- 
pliers holding  licenses  under  the  Order 
were  enabled  to  purchase  and  stockpile 
set-aside  and  restricted  foods  for  ulti- 
mate delivery  to  ships  operating  under 
the  direction  of  the  War  Shipping  Ad- 
ministration and  vessels  of  allied  or  neu- 
tral countries  named  by  that  agency. 
These  foods  were  used  to  feed  ships' 
crews.  Navy  armed  guards,  Navy  gun 
crews,  and  troops  carried  on  War  Ship- 
ping Administration  troop  transports. 
WFO  74  also  gave  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  effective  control  over  scarce 
foods  required  by  ships  for  ships  stores, 
eliminated  the  cumbersome  process  of 
direct  procurement  by  War  Shipping  Ad- 


ministration, and  permitted  the  ship 
supply  business  to  remain  in  the  hands 
of  commercial  suppliers.

U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Summary  to  WFO  42-b  Amend.  9. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  today 
announced  that  synthetic  detergents 
made  from  fats  and  oils  will  bcj  placed 
under  quota  restrictions  on  the  use  of 
fats  and  oils  in  the  manufacture  of  soap 
by  Amendment  9  to  War  Food  Order 
42-2,  effective,  March  11,  1946. 

Under  the  same  amendment  rosin  is 
included  as  a  soap  extending  material. 
Restrictions  on  the  use  of  rosin  were  re- 


voked recently  by  the  CPA,  thus  making 
it  possible  to  use  rosin  as  a  soap  extend- 
ing material. 

WPB  recently  terminated  allocation 
control  of  synthetic  detergents,  making 
it  necessary  to  include  the  use  of  fats 
and  oils  in  synthetic  detergents  under 
quotas  set  up  for  soap  manufacturing  in 
order  to  avoid  an  aggregate  increase  in 
the  use  of  fats  and  oils  for  these  products. 

All  manufacturers  of  synthetic  de- 
tergents made  from  fats  and  oils  will  be 
required  to  submit  a  new  or  revised  re- 


port on  Form  FDO  40  42-1  showing  the 
total  base  period  (1940-41)  usage  of  fats 
and  oils  in  soap  including  synthetic  de- 
tergents. The  amendment  also  requires 
that  fats  and  oils  used  in  soap  for  United 
States  territories  be  deducted  from  the 
base  period  usage.

(7)  "Abrasive  hand  soap"  means  paste 
and  powdered  soap  products  sold  regu- 
larly for  the  removal  of  soil  from  the 
human  skin,  which  contain  by  weight,  on 
a  moisture-free  basis,  not  less  than  10 
percent  nor  more  than  40  percent  an- 
hydrous soap,  and  not  less  than  25  per- 
cent abrasive  material  of  an  organic  or 
inorganic  nature  to  facilitate  soil  re- 
moval.

No  manufac- 
turer shall  produce  package  soap  (orig- 
inally packed  in  unit  packages  contain- 
ing less  than  25  pounds  net)  in  the  form 
of  chips,  flakes,  powder,  granules,  or 
similar  forms  with  an  anhydrous  soap 
content  of  from  50  to  85  percent,  both 
inclusive,  unless  by  the  addition  of  rosin 
or  builders,  the  anhydrous  soap  content 
derived  from  fats  and  oils  is  reduced  to 
a  point  not  in  excess  of  90  percent  of  the 
anhydrous  soap  content  of  such  product 
as  manufactured  during  the  30  day  pe- 
riod ending  July  17,  1942:  Provided,  how- 
ever, That  this  paragraph  (1)  shall  not 
apply  to  synthetic  detergents. 

(m)  Limitation  on  soap  inventories. 
(1)  Except  as  provided  in  paragraph  (m) 
(4)  hereof,  no  person  shall  accept  deliv- 
ery of  soap  for  a  specific  use  in  his  busi- 
ness operations  in  any  amount  which  will 
cause  his  inventory  of  soap  for  such  use 
to  exceed  the  largest  of  the  following 
quantities:  (i)  a  45-day  supply  based 
upon  current  rate  of  consumption;  (ii) 
two  cases  of  packaged  soap;  (iii)  two 
bulk  packages. 

(2)  Except  as  provided  in  paragraph 
(m)  (4)  hereof,  no  person  shall  deliver 
or  accept  delivery  of  soap  in  quantities 
of  one  or  more  cases  or  bulk  packages 
unless  the  person  accepting  delivery  exe- 
cutes and  furnishes  to  his  supplier  a 
certificate  in  the  following  form:

(m)  (2)  hereof  shall  be  retained  by  the 
supplier  for  examination  by  the  Admin- 
istrator upon  request.  All  statements 
contained  in  such  certificates  shall  be 
deemed  representations  to  an  agency  of 
the  United  States.

(1)  Every 
manufacturer,  except  a  soap  converter, 
who  uses  more  than  15.C00  pounds  of  fats 
and  oils  in  any  calendar  quarter  shall 
properly  fill  out  and  mail  to  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C 
Bureau  of  Census  Form  M  17  D  for  each 
calendar  month,  on  or  before  the  15th 
day  of  the  month  immediately  following, 
and  Bureau  of  the  Census  Form  M  17  G 
for  each  calendar  quarter,  on  or  before 
the  15th  day  of  the  second  month  fol- 
lowing such  calendar  quarter.  Nothing

The  Ad- 
ministrator shall  be  entitled  to  make 
such  audit  or  inspection  of  the  books, 
records  and  other  writings,  premises  or 


stocks  of  fats  and  oils  of  any  person, 
and  to  make  such  investigations  as  may 
be  necessary  or  appropriate,  in  his  dis- 
cretion, to  the  enforcement  or  adminis- 
tration of  the  provisions  of  this  order. 

(q)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  bv  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  or  unreason- 
able hardship  on  him  may  file  a  petition 
for  relief  with  the  Order  Administrator. 
Petitions  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  set 
forth  all  pertinent  facts  and  the  nature 
of  the  relief  sought.  The  Order  Admin- 
istrator may  take  any  action  with  ref- 
erence to  such  petition  which  is  con- 
sistent with  the  authority  delegated  to 
him  by  the  Administrator.

So  far  as 
any  other  war  food  order  heretofore  or 
hereafter  issued  limits  or  curtails  to  a 
greater  extent  than  herein  provided,  the 
use,  acquisition,  or  disposition  of  any  fat 
or  oil,  the  limitations  of  such  other  order 
shall  control. 


(t)  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  order  shall 
unless  herein  otherwise  provided,  be  ad- 
dressed to  the  Order  Administrator,  War 
Food  Ordei  No.  42.

Use  of  fats  and  oils  in  soap  for  United 
States  territories  will  be  included  under 
the  domestic  soap  fat  quota  after  July  1, 
1946,  by  an  amendment  to  War  Food 
Order  42b,  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  announced  today. 

United  States  territories  formerly  were 


exempt  from  this  quota.  Because  of  the 
quota-exempt  status,  shipments  of  soap 
to  the  territories  have  exceeded  normal 
requirements.  As  a  corrective  measure 
it  was  deemed  advisable  to  include  the 
territories  in  the  domestic  soap  fat  quota. 

The  new  amendment  also  stipulates 
the  exact  form  of  "End  Use  Certificate" 
to  be  furnished  to  distributors  by  soap 


converters  and  other  companies  and 
agencies  designating  the  purpose  for 
which  the  soap  is  to  be  used.  Under  the 
order  soap  converters  have  been  limited 
since  October  1.  1942.  in  their  quarterly 
use  of  soap  for  converting  purposes. 

The  entire  order  has  been  rewritten 
to  include  the  new  amendments  and  nine 
former  amendments.
